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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-13 and 23-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claim 1 recites a coating composition comprising (1) a non-ionic 
latex polymer, (2) a porous inorganic oxide having a cationic charge and a pore volume 
of 0.6 to 3.0 cc/g, and (3) a water soluble polymer wherein the composition has a solids 
content of at least 20% by weight and a Brookfield viscosity of 5000 centipoise or less. 

Independent claim 23 recites a coating composition comprising (1) polyvinyl 
alcohol, (2) a nonionic latex, and (3) a surface modified porous inorganic oxide and 
wherein the composition has a total volume fraction is the range of 0.25 to 0.5. 

The prior art fails to disclose or render obvious coating compositions comprising 
a non-ionic latex, an inorganic oxide having a cationic charge and a water soluble 
polymer wherein the composition has both a solids content of at least 20% by weight 
and a Brookfield viscosity of 5000 centipoise or less. Furthermore, the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious a coating composition comprising polyvinyl alcohol, a 
nonionic latex, and a surface modified porous inorganic oxide and having a total volume 
fraction, which is the total fractional volume occupied by the components, in the range 
of 0.25 to 0.5.
